WwW. O. Albright Gives Convincing 
Talk in Committee Room Of House 
Of Commons — Many Western 
Members And One Cabinet Minister 
In Attendance. 


OTTAWA, Feb. 24.—Among the 
events of this week this is one that 
I am particularly happy to report. 
Last night, Thursday, February 23, 
a fairly large and representative 
audience of members of Parliament 
gathered in the Railway’s Com- 
mittee Room of the House of 
Commons to hear Mr. W. D. Al- 
bright deliver his message con- 
cerning the Monkman Pass 
way project. There was a cabinet 
minister present in the person of 
the Honorable J. A. McKinnon, the 
new Minister without portfolio 
from the province of Alberta. 
There were a great many western 
members and a few from eastern 


Canada. 

Mr. Albright began his remarks 
by referring to the hardships en- 
dured by the first settlers who 
travelled hundreds of miles to 
pioneer in the Peace River coun- 
try. He said that the background 
of the present enterprise was 
largely due to the spirit of the 

resent residents of the Peace 

iver country, inherited by the 
early pioneers. In no place else 
in Canada, said Mr. Albright, had

Natives Or Island | 


Of New Guinea | 
Still Cannibals 


Says J. C. Pratt, Geologist, Who 
Spent The Past Three Years On 
The island And Who Is Visiting 
In Grande Prairie — Considerable 
Gold Being Taken Out Of Rivers. 


That in the interior of the island of 
New Guinea people are still canni- 
bals, was a statement made to The 
Tribune reporter, by J. C. Pratt, 
geologist, who is visiting his brother- 
in-law and sister, Mr. and Mrs. Pal 
Power of Grande Prairie. 

Mr. Pratt spent the last three years 
on the island, engaged in geological 


survey * work. cw Guinea lies 
northeast of Australia, and is just 
below the Equator. Some _ 5,000 


whites live there, The native popu- 
lation cannot be estimated, remarked 
Mr. Pratt, who went on to explain 
that the western halrof the island is 
wned by Holland and the eastern 
half is administered by Australia. 


The old German colony, which forms | 
|a good portion of the eastern section, | 


is under the mandate of the League 
of Nations. There is a move on foot 
to unite these two sections under the 
British flag. 

Cannibalism, observed Mr. Pratt, 
was abolished on the coast twenty 
years after a missionary was eaten, 
but it still is a live outdoor and in- 
door sport in the rugged interior. On 
one occasion he had two of his 
natives killed and on another occa- 
sion 14 natives who were working 
for the survey party disappeared and 
were never seen or heard of after. 
Whether they were devoured by 
members of some fierce tribe will 
possibly never be known. 

Discussing the natives further, Mr. 
Pratt said that when they get sick 
they have no fight left and just lie 
down and die. They believe in black 
magic, and when one of them .is 
“puri-puried’” by a _ sorcerer, that 
person just folds up and dies. 

The visitor stated that the natives 
live in villages built on hills and

creed they should adopt, but they 
were almost unanimous that as a 
farmers’ organization they should get 
out of direct political activities. 

What are we going to do? That 
was the question that was imme- 
diately raised in the convention, and 
it was immediately answered by a 
further resolution reaffirming the 
determination of the organization to 
not only keep up but to increase the 
pressure for action on the vital 
problems which are threatening to 
swamp the farming industry in 
Alberta today; viz., prices of primary 
products, marketing legislation, cur- 
rency and exchange rates, crop in- 
surance, farm debts, interest rates, 
farm implement prices, rural educa- 
tion, health legislation, transporta- 
tion, rural housing. 


These are but a sample of the 
difficulties with which the farmer is 
wrestling today; they, or something 
similar, always have faced him; 
they will never be completely an- 
swered or solved, for they are al- 
ways changing their form; but if they 
are neglected or ignored they will 
certainly become worse. Govern- 
ments can’t supply all the answers or 
in every case correctly diagnose the 
trouble; nor will governments always 
move to remedy a situation unless 
there is a body of public opinion de- 
manding action. 

A live and active farm organiza- 
tion, with a great majority of the 
farmers of the province belonging to 
it, or at least backing it, is more 
necessary today than ever before if 
agriculture is to hold its place in 
western Canada. Such a body alone 
can fully champion the farmers’ 
cause with governments, municipal, 
provincial and federal, and with 
other industries which may have con- 
flicting interests. 

Believing these things to be vitally 
true, and realizing the weakness of a 
divided house, the U.F.A. took the 
action that it did in the hope that it 
would be able to provide a rallying 
point for rural Alberta in the 
troubled times that we are facing. | 

Have we had any response to this 
appeal as yet? Yes, we have. In 
the south and centre of the province, 
where roads are open, there has been 
a remarkable number of member- 
ships received for the first month of 
the year. In this district we have 
already received requests from three 
widely separated points where no 
locals previously existed to come in 
and organize and practically all last 


year’s locals are active. Now I 
realize that one, or even three swal- 
lows don’t make a summer, but it’s 


fair to assume that at least they 
denote fair weather ahead. : 
Could I at this time, then, interject 
a brief appeal to all existing U.F.A. 
locals to try and get their member- 
ship up again and to all one-time 
members of the organization who 
have for any reason severed their 
connection to come back and help us 
build a worthwhile farmers’ move- 
ment. oe 
On account of drifted roads, it is 
not at all likely that I, as director for 
the Peace River, can visit your par- 
ticular local before spring, but I 
would like to hear from either secre- 
taries or members on any matters 
which may be of importance to us as 


farmers, either locally or otherwise. | 


While I was in Calgary attending 
the convention, I had the privilege 
of listening to two addresses de- 
livered by two men.who, in my 
opinion, are among the ablest men 
that have had a part in the public 
life of western Canada. While their 
speeches were entirely different both 
as to subject and style, they both 
dealt at some length on a matter that 
is in every person's as vg gg 
the prospect for fair prices for farm

They both arrived at the same some- 
what pessimistic conclusion that un- 
less a great war or a great crop 
failure intervened the price of farm 
products, particularly wheat, would 
continue to fall to a level quite pos- 
sibly lower than that of 1932-33.

living. 

His sensational statement was en- 
dorsed by the Conservative leader in 
Ontario and, although the principal 
newspapers of the East denied edi- 
torilly that Ontario “felt that way 
about it,” it was quite evident that 
Mr. Hepburn had expressed and in- 
creased the latent hostility that the 
industrial centre of Canada now and 
again exhibits toward its poorer re- 
lations in the outlying parts. 

This feeling was fanned up still 
more toward the end of 1938 when 
the announcement was made that the 
pegging of the wheat price at 80 cents 
was likely to cost the federal govern- 
ment about fifty million dollars. 

Mr. Bracken’s address in Calgary 
was practically a resume of his 
epening address at the Winnipeg 
conference, and I can’t refrain from 
quoting a few of the outstanding sen- 
tences to you: “It is aimed to bring 
before you, and through you to the 
people of Canada, a picture of the 
problem that now faces a large sec- 
tion of the nation, in which lives one- 
fifth of its population. It is the 
problem of how to face the national- 
istic self-sufficiency policies of the 
important wheat importing countries 
of the world, policies which reduce 
the demand for our products and 
drive down prices to depths that will 
force wholesale bankruptcy if nothing 
is done to offset them. * * * The 
nurpose Of this conference is to try to 
tell the people of Canada, for their 
information and guidance, the funda- 
mental facts of the situation which 
faces us. * * * I have only spoken of 
the problem as it affects wheat. But) 
what has happened to wheat has 
happened to other cereals likewise | 
* * * and what has happened to! 
cereal grains may happen to any | 
other farm product if in seeking to 
solve the cereal problem we create 
the same surplus problem in other | 
things, such as cattle, hogs, poultry, 
butter, cheese, honey, etc. * * * 
What action should be taken is for | 

» nation to decide in its own in- 
st, and not in the interest of 
western Canada alone. But it is the | 
duty of those of us closest to the | 
problem to assist the nation in ar- | 
riving at a decision.” 

I have no apology to make for | 
dwelling so long on this move of Mr. 
Bracken’s. I think it is the most im- 
portant event of the year in the 
Prairie Provinces. The prices that |

the next few years may well depend 
on the success or failure of this com- | 
mittee’s future actions. Not only | 


that, but any readjustment of the re- | 
lations of the western provinces to 
the Dominion will also be affected. 

The proceedings of the Winnipeg 
conference can now be had in book 
form—some three hundred and thirty 
closely printed pages—which will 
constitute a standard book of refer- 
ence on the wheat problem. all over 
the world as well as the farm situa- 
tion on the prairies.

A PRECEDENT ESTABLISHED 


Handley-Page Hampden bombers 
are to be used for re-fuelling the 
Short “Cabot” flying boats which 
will operate the experimental air 
route between and New 
York from June 1, 1939.

OFFICIAL CONTEMPLATION 

Fourteen years ago, in 1925, the 
British Air Ministry, according to the 
Royal Aeronautical Society’s Journal, 
accepted an estimate of $7,500 for the 
|Hele-Shaw all-metal variable 
airscrew, and in August, 1925, a suc- 
cessful flight was made with it. Later 
|a report was made on this airscrew 
by the chief Pilot of the Gloster Air- 
craft Company, which stated that the 
Hele-Shaw airscrew was simple to 
‘operate, instantaneous in response, 
,and generally satisfactory. “ There 
|the matter stood for a decade, by 
which time an American variable 
jpitch airscrew, the Hamilton, was 
introduced into Britain and subse- 
iquently (‘after the Hamilton was 
being widely used) the Air Ministry 
|gave its blessings to construction of a 
factory by Rotol Airsecrews for the 
manufacture of the Hele-Shaw air- 
screw. Now, in 1939, it is announced 
in The Daily Telegraph: 


“The Air Ministry contem- 
plates fitting all new Spitfire 
fighters, and possibly Hurrican 


fighters as well, 
pitch airscrews.” 
It is to be hoped that the Air 
| Ministry will complete its contem- 
| plations in time for the inventor, Dr. 
Hele-Shaw, who is now 84, and has 
not hitherto greatly profited by his 
invention, to draw the royalties 
which inventors sometimes get when 
all the non-inventors have been 
satisfied.

This conclusion was reported by the 
United States Public Health Service 
on the basis of a survey of pneumonia 
frequency in 1937. The survey dis- 
closed, the health services said, that 
the rate among males was six per 1,000 
persons and among females 4.9. 

No conclusion was reached as to why 
men are more susceptible. 

The report also said it was found 
that pneumonia“ strikes with greatest 
frequency in the lower income groups.
